- Captain Jobn Joglos, ex-Naval adviser to 
the Jepaness Government, bus given toa 
representative of Renter's Agency bis views 
on Japenese faturo rotations with foreign 
Powers. OspGaiu Ingles suid:— 

It will now! be found that China heing 
conquered, the only thing the Japaneso 
have to fear ie n concoutration of foreiga 
Navies, sud I think that they will do evory- 
thing in their power to umke Lhemselvee 
ag strong as possible at sea, and thus free 
from the foar of foreign dictation. At the 
heginning of the war I observed to the 
Japanese Minisfer, ‘Teil your Adivirale 
not to ram those two Chinese battleships, 
bat to captare thom if thoy can, and the 
Mikado’s Navy, with tho Chinese captured 
fleat, which .of conrso will never bo given 
up, is at feast double tho strength of the 
British Chia “Squadron.’ Tho other 
Eotopean equadrons in the Fur East in 


ordinary peace tines amouass to very little, 
We may ‘take -it, therefore, that Jupan is, 
for the immediate fature, the paramount 
Naval Powor in the Euat onless Hnropean 
conotries can afford to neglect homo even- 
tualities and eend out un opposing force. 
Asked concerning Japan’a plan of refor- 
ming Obins, Captain Ingles replied ;-—' We 
have had many prophecies concerning tho 
reform of China, and General Gordun was

Chins is not really s notion any more than 
India is. It seems conceivable thet Japa- 
nego naval and military officers may. be 
employed im instructing the Chinese forces, 
bat I do not think thore is the slightest 
probability of it.
